Whether we like it or not, automation 
is here arui the best anyone can do is 
learn to live with it. 
This, in essence, is what some 70 
leaders of business, labor, government 
and education said when they m et re­ 
cently at Columbia University. 
After 
four days of thrashing through the is­ 
sues, they came up with some sound 
ideas for solving the baffling problem 
of technological unemployment. 
Fundamentally, they concluded that 
education is both the root of technologi­ 
cal change andsthe basis for successful 
adaptation to it. 
As they put it, 
“A 
new national attitude in which educa­ 
tion is universally prized and innovation 
universally welcomed is the key to the 
progress of the American people in the 
age of automation.” 
The most heated arguments were on 
the effect of automation on employment. 
Persistent and 
substantial unemploy­ 
ment, it was agreed, is likely to gener­ 
ate insistent demands for general reduc­ 
tions in the work week in certain indus­ 
tries. But the m ajority said general or 
large spread reduction in hours is not 


an appropriate measure to mitigate un­ 
employment 
in 
a 
nation requiring a 
growing output. 
They made these 
suggestions 
for 
adapting the labor force to the needs of 
the new technology: Increase substan­ 
tially the number 6f scientists, engi­ 
neers, doctors, teachers and others in 
the professions; develop management 
personnel with the bac kground needed 
to understand social and economic conse­ 
quences of the new technology; expand 
training programs for technicians and 
assistants to scientists; upgrade and 
modernize the skills of craftsmen and 
other workers; improve the quality of 
elementary and secondary education by 
giving particular attention to the basic 
skills of reading and mathematics. 
For the long range, this seems to be 
a more beneficial approach for all con­ 
cerned than the panic plan for cutting 
the work week and raising costs sky 
high. To make it work will require con­ 
siderable- implementation by every seg­ 
ment involved in the conference. 
It 
won’t work if it simply gathers dust in 
their files.

We favor Kerr-.Mills programs 
because they are determined and 
administered locally. 
Such programs have an ab­ 
solute minimum of federal gov­ 
ernment control. 
They are paid for more equit­ 
ably with money from the gen­ 
eral treasury of the federal gov­ 
ernment matched by funds from 
general taxation by the state. 
Ihey are a far less risk to our 
social and economic structure 
and to our present system of 
medical care. 
And. moot cd all, they help 
only those who really need help. 
Pennsylvania's Kerr-Mills pro­ 
gram is a hospital-oriented law. 
It provides for hospital care, 
public nursing home care, visit­ 
ing nurse services in the home 
and care by doctors furnished by 
a hospital for home treatment of 
the condition for which the Pa­ 
tient had been hospitalized. 
As a program of health care 
for 
the aged, 
Pennsylvania'! 
present law leaves much to he 
desired and Is far less than the 
federal statute permits. 
The aged eligible for benefits 
under this law, as an example, 
cannot get the medical care 
most frequently needed—the ser­ 
vices of doctors in the office or 
at home. 
Our elected officials could pro­ 
vide sufficient funds for a gixxi 
health care program, 'they may 
say that they would prefer to 
shift the cost of aged health care 
to the federal government, but 
they must remember that in 
order to get a dollar out of the 
federal government, $1.40 must 
first be paid into the federal 
treasury.

King-Anderson

aged medical care would make 
the needy pay the first $.’0 and 
tip to $90 on their hospital bills, 
would not pay their doctor bills, 
would result in higher Social Se­ 
curity taxes, would not aid more 
than three and one-half million 
burden on the young and middle­ 
aged taxpayer, and,

’would lead to socialized medi­ 
cine. 
Kerr-MUls. on the other hand.

Walter Winched ha? seen much 
of this w.irld, ha* observed men 
and affairs for many years and 
knows his w*ay around this coun­ 
try as few do. 
However, he, 
like the rest of us, tends to sum­ 
marize very complicated situa­ 
tions into an aphorism which 
may sound like Olympian bril­ 
liance but suffers upon analysis. 
For instance, after quoting a 
radio 
and television 
expert, 
Winchell says: 
“Where there is fear—there 
ere fools. Where there are fear­ 
ful fools liberty dies. If Ameri­ 
cans believe in sacred cows they 
will become a nation of sheep.” 
This, of course, is a reference 
to President Kennedy. 
He Is 
not yet a sacred cow, not having 
been In office sufficiently long 
to reserve violent criticism or 
unmeasured praise. However, I 
can recall when Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was a sacred cow' and 
when even Winchell, who now 
objects to such mammals, op­ 
posed, with his usual vehemence, 
anyone who questioned the late 
President's godlike perfection. 
Roosevelt said that there was 
nothing to fear but fear, but if 
Kennedy manages to win friends 
with 
honey, Roosevelt 
perse­ 
cuted enemies by use of the in­ 
come tax and other devices. 
Similarly, I recall that Presi­ 
de!',! Elsenhower was a sacred 
cow to Walter, who once wrote 
excitedly about having a White 


Holist* pre*?? pas?, which any 
working newspaperman can get. 
I often wondered why he made 
such a fuss about that? 
I, preferring men to cows, have 
never had a sacred cow, neither 
Roosevelt nor Eisenhower mw 
Kennedy. They were and he is 
an elected public official, ac­ 
countable to the people far hts 
deeds and whose place in his­ 
tory will bt* determined not by 
what woe* writ** but by what the 
record will disclose. 
We are

More often than not, a religious 
organization does not have the 
cash on hand to ewer the cost of 
construction. One way to raise the 
money is by Issuing bonds and 
selling those bonds to the invest­ 
ing public. 
The religious organization then 
pays the annual interest on the 
bonds and the principal, when 
they mature, out of its regular 
revenues — collections, etc. Re- 
member that a religious organiza­ 


tion is exempt from real estate, 
I income and property taxes. So, it

Nevertheless, most chureh-bonds
